REMARKS 

This is a full and timely response to the outstanding non-final Office Action 
mailed July 16, 2004. Reconsideration and allowance of the application and pending 
claims are respectfully requested. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant appreciates the Examiner's indication that claims 1,3, and 5-16 are 
allowed. In that it is believed that every rejection has been overcome, it is respectfully 
submitted that each of the claims that remains in the case is presently in condition for 
allowance. 

Abstract Objection 

The abstract of the disclosure has been objected to because it is greater than 150 
words in length. In response, Applicant has corrected the abstract. 

Specification Objection 

The specification has been objected to under 37 CFR 1.71 because, it is stated in 
the Office Action, the specification is not clear as to how the cooling element contacts 
the sheet as disclosed on page 6, lines 20-22. In figure 8, the heating element 30 appears 
to contact the sheet Fl and not the cooling element 34, since the heating element it 
attached to the bottom surface of the cooling element. Applicant has amended the 
specification to clarify that the cooling element contacts the heating element, which 
contacts the sheet. Because this change clearly reflects the process illustrated by original 
Figures 4-14, Applicant submits that the change adds no new matter to the application. 
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Double Patenting Rejections - Obviousness-type Double Patenting 

Claims 21-24 have been rejected under the doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable in view of claims 14-16 of U.S. Patent No. 6,685,414 
("the '414 patent"). 

Although Applicant does not concur with the basis for the rejection, Applicant 
submits herewith a terminal disclaimer that disclaims any portion of the term for a 
patent that results from the instant application that would extend beyond the term of the 
'414 patent for purposes of expediting allowance of the instant application. 



CONCLUSION 



Applicant respectfully submits that Applicant's pending claims are in 
condition for allowance. Favorable reconsideration and allowance of the present 
application and all pending claims are hereby courteously requested.
